london, Jan. IO.—Take it from Sir j 
Erie Drummond, the League of Na j 
lions is the "handy man” of Europe. I 
Sir Brie. who is the general secre- j 
tary of the league, contends that I 
whenever European nations have a 
job that looks difficult or disagree- j 
able they "wish it off ’ on the league. I 
W hether the problem 
is 
political,! 
scientific, administrative, 
executive, I 
hum anitarian or financial the pruc- j 
tire has grown up of "turning it over 
to the league.” 
The league, Sir Erie made it p l a i n . J 
is not complaining. It delights in its : 
tasks and welcomes the b u r d e n s im -1 
posed upon it. 
Modestly the 
league's 
secretary , 
advanced the claim that every prob­ 
lem that bas been submitted to the 
organization for adjustment, except 
one, has been straightened out or is 
in the process of solution. The one 
exception is the Vilna dispute. 
"We were unable to bring about an 
adjustm ent of the Vilna m atter,” Sir 
Erie said, "but the intervention of 
the league undoubtedly averted a s it-' 
nation that might have had very ser­ 
ious results.” 
Disputes Settled 
Two political disputes which sir j 
Erie claims have been satisfactorily 
settled by the league are those In­ 
volving the Aland Islands and Alban-! 
la. Both of these controversies, he, 
declares, had possibilities "fully as j 
pregnant with disaster as was the j 
dispute which brought on the Euro- 
pean War. 
The league takes great credit 
t o 
itself, its secretary declares, f o r ob 
taining guarantees designed to pre­ 
serve the independence of Austria. 
Financially speaking, Sir Erie con­ 
tends, the league has demonstrated 
its ability. The 
commission 
of 
the 
league which is goveTning the Saar 
Basin has a surplus in its budget—a 
situation few European governments 
tan duplicate. 
One of the immediate plans of the 
league involves a customs conference 
to be held under the auspices of the 
economic committee, which will be 
asked to draw up 
uniforfii 
customs 
regulations designed to help the flow 
of trade between nations. This con­ 
ference will be held at Geneva in the 
near future. 


Aids Disarmament 
The league also intends to take a 
hand in the movement for disarm a­ 
ment. according to Sir Erie. It has 
been proposed that a commission be 
appointed to draw up a detailed plan 
for disarmament to be presented to 
the next assembly of the league. The 
question of the extension of the W ash­ 
ington naval armament 
treaties to 
nations that were not represented at 
the Washington conferences also 
is 
to be discussed at the next meeting 
of the league council. 
The humanitarian work 
of 
the 
league at present is centering around 
the fight to stamp out with evils of 
opium and cocaine. The opium ques­ 
tion Is a difficult one, Sir Erie admits 
but the cocaine problem is not insol­ 
uble. 
“lf the league is properly support­ 
ed by the nations of the world," Sir 
Erie sad. "It can stamp out the co­ 
caine evil in five years. All that is 
necessary is to establish a system 
of controlling production -by the li­ 
censing and strict regulation of fac­ 
tories producing the drug.” 
Although 
America 
haa 
rejected 
membership in the league it has not 
entirely held aloof from the activities 
of th*1 organization. Sir Eric said. The 
first official connection of the United 
States with the league came with the 
appointment of a representative of 
the American government on the com­ 
mission set up by the league to con­ 
sider means of preventing the spread 
of anthrax. More recently the United 
States Government has named a rep­ 
resentative to the league’s advisory 
committee established 
to 
consider 
problems arising out of the "white 
slave" traffic. 
The question of the admission of 
Turkey to the league, which has aris­ 
en as a result of the Near East Com 
ference at Lausanne, wall have to be 
decided by the assembly of the league 
at its regular meeting next Septem ­ 
ber. lf the m atter became urgent, how­ 
ever, Sir Erie said that the league 
council w-hich meets in January, has 
the power to cal! a special meeting 
of the assembly to 
consider 
the 
question.

Captain J. K. Skipwith, recognized 
leader of the klan organizations in j 
Morehouse, was nam ed by J. F. Norse­ 
worthy, who described him self as a

“ W hite hoods and robes were for 
ceremony, to be worn inside the lodge- 
room and on parades, but the black 
hood was for raiding parties,” Norse- j 
worthy declared. 
Norse w orthy's testim ony reached a

the chin, produced by A. V. Coco, 
state attorney general, as the head- j 
gear worn by k in s m e n on raids.
